The charge of a “ sm all” fee 
was seen as the only possible way 
to finance construction of the pro­ 
posed $550,000 Midland sewage dis­ 


posal plant at a meeting Wed­ 
nesday night between Council and 
the Municipal Water Authority. 
It was determined that the wa­ 
ter authority could not finance the 
project alone out of its annual 
profits. Council also determined 
that budget iunds added to the wa­ 


ter profits would not be sufficient. 
The discussion then turned to fi­ 
nancing construction over a 40- 
year period through a combina­ 
tion of a small charge for resi­ 
dents using the sewage plant, prof­ 
its from the water authority and 
budget money from Council. The 
present cost of the project has 
been estimated at $700,000. 
The key to financing the project 
is seen by Council as the amount 
Crucible Steel Co. would pay for 
sewage plant handling of water 
used in it’s production process. 
If Crucible will go along with the 
fee, and use the sewage treatment 
facilities, construction can begin 
on the plant, a Council source said 
after the meeting. 
Council will meet with repre­ 
sentatives of Crucible, other bor­ 
ough industries, the Board of Di­ 
rectors of the water authority and 
a fiscal ex pert, following its m eet­ 
ing nex t Wednesday. The meeting 
is being called to “ sound out” 
Crucible on the sewage fee charge. 
Midland is under order from the 
State Stream Pollution Bureau to 
construct the plant or be subject 
to a fine. 
Crucible donated four acres of 
land for the construction of the 
plant and plans and specifications 
have been prepared. 
Council earlier had hoped the 
project could be financed entirely 
out of profits from the water au­ 
thority and budget money. It did 
not consider a customer charge un­ 
til last night. 


Petitions To Require 
8 67 Signatures For 
Initiative Ordinance 


Trades and Labor Council Wed­ 
nesday night took the first step 
towards a ballot test at the Nov. 
4 general election that will seek 
to repeal the city income tax of 
eight tenths of one per cent en­ 
acted by Council April 
10 and 
scheduled to go into effect May 
1 as an emergency measure. 
J oseph A. Winters, secretary - 
treasurer, was instructed to en­ 
gage an attorney to draft the pe­ 
tition forms that must be circulat­ 
ed to request a ballot place. As 
a referendum on the tax measure 
is barred by the emergency clause 
the legislation contained, Trades 
Council must initiate a new ordi­ 
nance repealing the law. 
Voters would mark their ballots 
for or against the repeal measure. 
Approval of the repealer would 
kill the income tax . If it were re­ 
jected, the new tax would stand. 
State law requires an initiative 
petition must carry a minimum of 
867 signatures of qualified voters— 
representing 10 per cent of the 
vote cast for governor at the Nov. 
6, 1956, general election. * 
A certified copy of the proposed 
ordinance must be filed in the 
office of City Auditor H. J . Galli- 
more before the petitions are cir­ 
culated, the law requires. 
Under the law, the petitions also 
will be filed with the auditors after 
they have been circulated. After 
holding them 
10 days 
he will 
certify his findings on the validity 
of the signatures and a tex t of the 
proposed ordinance to the County 
Election Board, the law says. 
In response to queries, Frank R. 
O’Hanlon, Election Board clerk, 
said the law would require the or­ 
ganization to file the completed pe­ 
titions with the auditor not later 
than J uly 15. After holding them 
for public inspection for 10 days, 
the auditor would be required to 
have the petitions in the board’s 
hands by Aug. 6 — 90 days befort 
the election, O’Hanlon added. 
O’Hanlon added that the l aw 
says “ a petition shall be consid­ 
ered prima facie valid unless fraud 
can be shown.” If the auditor be­ 
lieves the petition is invalid, he 
does not certify it to the Election 
Board, but once it is turned over 
to the board the granting of a 
ballot place virtually is automatic, 
O’Hanlon said. 
O’Hanlon said labor representa­ 
tives already have obtained initia­ 
tive petition forms from the board. 
He said the law permits the Elec­ 
tion Board to print the full tex t 
of the ordinance on the ballot o r - 
if it is considered too long—a sum­

Reversing the eat-then-work pol­ 
icy of the relief department, Safe­ 
ty-Service Director Dan Maggianet­ 
ti said today any able-bodied man 
now must work for the city be­ 
fore receiving aid. 
In the past, the department’s pol­ 
icy permitted a man to receive a 
relief order and report for city 
work later “ at his convenience.” 
with the understanding he would 
get no further aid if he did not 
work, the director ex plained. 
But, effective immediately, the 
“ only way an able-bodied man can 
get relief is by working for the 
city first.” Maggianetti said. 
Because of the policy that per­ 
mitted men to report for work at 
their convenience, the city was un­ 
able to schedule relief labor pro­ 
jects with any degree of certainty 
that men would be available, he 
said. For instance, only 8 or 9 
showed up Wednesday morning to 
start on a general cleanup of down­ 
town streets and alleys in a broom 
and shovel brigade, although 25 or 
more ewe the city labor in return 
for assistance, he ex plained.

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Ohio Assembly Sho uld Be Rea dy 


The Seventh District Court of Appeals has 
upheld a Mahoning County Common Pleas 
Court ruling that supplem ental unemploy ment 
benefits are legal in Ohio. 
The nex t step is an appeal to the Ohio 
Suprem e Court. If the Supreme Court up­ 
holds the original ruling, the nex t step would 
seem to be a special session of the Ohio 
G eneral Assembly , to put a legislative foot­ 
ing under a judicial ruling. 
All that the judges can do is rule on the 
Issue before them —whether or not laid-off 
employ es in Ohio can collect SUB without 
reducing the amount of state unemploy ment 
compensation for which they are eligible. 
Ih e y cannot rule on the eq ually im portant 
issue of w hether other laid-off employ es who 
have no claim on SUB shall be perm itted 
to retain a greater am ount of their odd job 
earnings without reducing the amount of state 
unemploy m ent compensation for which they 


arc eligible. 
Only the state legislature can do that job 


properly . 
Those who have agitated, first, to have the 
Ohio BUC adm inistrator clear up the whole 
thing by an adm inistrative decision, then to 
have the courts clear it up, are seemingly 
unaw are of the legislative problem that is 


involved. 
W henever the problem is mentioned, they 
leap to the conclusion it is mentioned only to 
prejudice the case of those who want SUB 
to become a practice in Ohio. 
This is what the Ohio Legislative Service 


Commission, which studies statewide issues 
for the General Assembly , said about Sl^B 
in a staff report published in February 1957: 
“ To authorize pay m ent of SUB concurrently 
with unemploy ment compensation benefits, 
specifically defining SUB as ex cluded from 
deductible rem uneration, would give special 
status to a special kind of income arising 
from a ty pe of contract currently popular 
among certain employ ers and labor groups. 
“ This authorization would req uire a statu­ 
tory definition of the kind of pay m ents to 
have this special status and of the kinds of 
contract term s under which they m ay be 
m ade. Due to the kind of drafting req uired 
for this legislation, the language m ight in­ 
cidentally discrim inate between some kinds 
of contracts already in ex istence and almost 
certainly would have unforeseen application 
to kinds of contracts to he adopted in the 


future. 
“ This approach would place the state in 
the position of enacting special legislation and 
of placing a state program in accord with 
actions unilaterally arrived at by private 


interests. . . . 
“Authorization 
of concurrent 
SUB 
pay ­ 
m ents by definition clearly would discrim inate 
against the unemploy ed worker who has found 
odd jobs or part-tim e w ork.” 
SUB cannot be considered apart from the 
principle it involves in the adm inistration of 
unem ploy ment compensation in Ohio. Ulti­ 
m ately , it m ust be settled in the legislature, 
regardless of what is done in the courts.

H arry T rum an’s practice of deny ing what 


he does not find convenient to say is true has 


put him into a head-on clash with a respected 


newspaper, The New York Times, and a re ­ 


spected newsman, A rthur Krock, dean of The 


Tim es’ Washington bureau. 
Because all newspapers and reporters have 
a stake in this clash, a sum m ary is called 
for. It began with a notable occasion .in mid- 
F ebruary 1950, when Mr. Krock created a 
new spaper sensation by obtaining a personal 
interview with Mr. Trum an, which was con­ 
tra ry to custom and brought down the w rath 
of ail White House correspondents. They were 
hopping m ad at the nex t press conference. 


So was Mr. Trum an. 
They tore into him for favoring one m an 
and one newspaper, and he tore into them 
for tearing into him. No one who was there 
could forget it or the interview that caused 
i t 
an interview so noteworthy it was called 
the outstanding ex am ple of national reporting 
for 1950 by the Pulitzer Advisory Board. 
There was this peculiarity about it that 
m ade it even m ore noteworthy . Befuie Krock 
pubUshed it in The Times on Feb. 15. he 
suom itted it to the White House for inspection. 
Mr. Trum an okay ed it, including the com ­ 
m ent that he now insists he never m ade. He 
told that angry press conference he okay ed 
it; this is on the record m ade on the spot 
by every one of the 134 reporters present in 
the y rh iie House press conference 
of Feb. 


16. 1950. 
And what specific com m ent was in q ues­ 
tion? Simply this; “ It is a good thing that 
job-seeking should go on at all tim es. It is a 
healthing thing to have some unemploy ment. 
. From t h r e e to five millions is sup­ 


portable.” 
Mr. Trum an denies he ever said it, but on 
his own word he okay ed the report of the 
interview in which he said it.

T hat’s why the Justice D epart­ 
m ent’s new task force, under 34- 
y ear-old Milton Wessel, has tied 
its secret operation in with three 
Treasury 
D epartm ent 
units — 
Narcotics, Internal Revenue and 
Secret Service. 


IF A MOBSTER, in or out 
of 
labor, has a long forgotten coun­ 
terfeiting rap or a narcotics listing 
or ran with a smuggling crowd, 
the task force will be able to use 
the.se records to help get him on 
some current violation of another 
statue or set the Im m igration and 
Naturalization Service after him. 
And in tax cases, the task force 
will need only special Treasury in­ 
telligence agents to testify against 
a racketeer to nail him. 
It will 
take tim e but the task force was 
not sei up to get results for an­ 
other two y ears. 
The drive 
was 
discussed 
first 
during a conversation with Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
some 
months 
ago in the White House. Then At­ 
torney General William Rogers and 
his people talked with high Treas- 
ur. D epartm ent officials. Then the 
assignm ent was handed to Milton 
Wessel, well over a month ago. 
It was to be a secret project but 
the story began to leak after Wes­ 
sel m ade several trips to W ash­ 
ington and set up a New \o rk 
headq uarters. 
The original strategy called for 
operating entirely undercover un­ 
til a special grand jury could be 
called and evidence presented late 
in ’59 or early ’60. 


LAST THURSDAY, the Justice 
Departm ent, rather than see the 
story break 
piecemeal, 
released 
it and then ordered Wessel back 
“ underground” — under 
a 
com­ 
plete ney vs blackout for the dura­ 
tion. 
V^essel’s full staff is ex pected lo 
consist of some clerical help and 
eventually 15 attorney s — some 
from the Justice De? irtm ent. and 
others scooped out of private prac­ 
tice. 
They will not have any staff in­ 
vestigators. There will be no joint 
com m ittee of agents from the FBI, 
the Secret Service, 
the 
Internal 
Revenue Service, the 
Narcotics 
Bureau, the Justice D epartm ent 
and the Im m igration Service. Nor 
will these ace agencies m ake any 
special probes. They will simply 
m ake all their files available to 
Mr. Wessel. 
This is how the task force will 
operate, according to current re­ 
ports: The 15-man force has drawn 
up a list of the 100 top racketeers 
on the basis of w hat’s in the files 
of the federal 
agencies. 
Justice 
D epartm ent people, for ex ample, 
already have been over at t h e 
FBI, Secret Service and the N ar­ 
cotics Bureau. From these divi­ 
sions the most powerful m obsters, 
as well as the most active ones, 
have been chosen.

SOON 
THE 
interlocking 
busi­ 
nesses of each big-time operator 
will be analy zed through their tax 
returns, through their police rec­ 
ords, through their license appli­ 
cations and through their activity 
in those unions which they have 
infiltrated.

The To wn Built On S1 0 :i

TAMPA 
Not long ago a tall, blue-ey ed 
Philadelphia businessm an was on 
the verge of retiring, when he re ­ 
ceived his 
first Social 
Security 
check for the sum of $103. That 
was the beginning of the end of 
his retirem ent plans. 
John H. Stelling had accum u­ 
lated a m odest fortune from 
a 
lifetime of engineering 
airplanes 
and 
automobiles 
and 
importing 
foreign cars. When he looked at 
his $103 Social Security check he 
began to wonder how on earth 
any one 
could 
retire 
on 
t h a t 
am ount of money and live com­ 
fortably . 
He soon found the ansv^er. They 
ct'uldn’t. 
Spurred by curiosity , Stelling in­ 
vestigated in such m ajor m etropo­ 
litan areas as New York City , and 
had a look at the data gathered 
by the National Social 
Welfare 
Association. 
“ I learned,” say s Stelling, “ that 
nobody could live on a Social Se­ 
curity check without being a bur­ 
den to others or withou' depriving 
them selves of 
some 
the com­ 
forts oldsters deserve.” 
What pained Stelling most was 
the sight of elderly couples liv­ 
ing in one-room coldwater 
flats, 
for which Tiany often had to pay 
upwards of $40 per month rental. 
As a result 
say s Stelling, there 
was little eating at the end of the 
month. 


AFTER HE HAD gathered the 
facts, Stelling retired from busi­ 
ness. but not to live the q uiet life 
of which he had dr amed 
for 
y ears. Instead, he took up a new 
business 
- the business of prov­ 
ing that it is possible to providp 
elderly Am ericans with decent and 
comfortable 
homes, 
in a clim ate 
suitable to retirem ent and at 
a 
cost that would not leave them 
penniless toward the end of the 
month. 
Today , at the age of 74, Stelling 
has seen his dream come true. 
After y ears of battling odds, plan­ 
ning and crusading, the first re­ 
tired 
couples 
have 
moved 
into 
their ne.v homes in Stelling Vil­ 
lage, a 330-acre 
tract 
15 
miles 


south of Tam pa. Sponsored by a 
nonprofit corporation organized by 
Stelling, the village nam ed after 
him is a uniq ue com m unity com ­ 
pletely , -'x clusively and scientifi­ 
cally planned to provde low-cost 
homes for A m ericans living only 
on pension incomes. 
Plans call for the erection 
of 
1,000 homes the first y ear 
and 
thereafter 
for 
1,500 
additional 
homes, each carefully laid out to 
m ake 
living 
com fortable 
a n d 
pleasant for either single or m ar­ 
ried pensioners. The basic 
unit 
will be a three-room house, com­ 
plete with carport, electric range, 
autom atic heat, 8-cubic-foot refri­ 
gerator and step-saving ram ps in­ 
stead of stairs. 
All 
ca'Dir.ets 
will 
be 
easy to 
reach and at ey e level. E lectrical 
outlets will be three to four feet 
off the floor and bathroom s will 
be eq uipped 
with 
safety 
grips. 
Sinks will be installed to minimize 
stooping and floors will be nonskid 
terrazo finish. 
Through financing and mass-con- 
struction 
economies. 
Stelling 
hopes the price of each home will 
be kept under $6,500 but thus far 
they m ay be acq uired for only 
$250 down, with a $40 monthly 
pay m ent, ro ex tras. 


STELLING VILL.AGE will have 
its 
own 
’•ecreational 
facilities, 
shopping centers, houses of wor­ 
ship and central plots for raising 
flowers and vegetables Free bus 
transpor » tion will be i rovided to 
take 
oldsters 
to 
near-by 
towns 
and beaches. 
Through part-tim e 
employ ment 
for m aintenance around the 
vil­ 
lage. Stelling also hopes m any sen­ 
ior citizens will be able to aug­ 
ment their incomes. He also plans 
on 
the 
development 
of suitable 
light m anufacturing to offer fur­ 
ther income-earning opportunities. 
Homes will be sold only to those 
who m ust live on Social Security 
checks, 
pensions or modest 
in­ 
comes. 
Obtaining 
prospective 
purchas­ 
ers for Stelling Village homses is 
no problem. So far. n.ore than 
3,000 
applications 
have 
poured 
in from every state in the Union. 


THE PRESIDENT declared on 
Sunday ; 
“ I said at the time that prom pt 
action was necessary to give these 
workers 
and 
their 
fam ilies 
‘a 
greater m easure of security .’ This 
is not a m atter of statistics or 
economic theory . It concerns peo­ 
ple — hum an beings — who need, 
and should have, the assistance of 
their governm ent. 
“ I hope that the m em bers of 
the Congress will rrove as swiftly 
as possible on this vital problem 
when they return to W ashington. 
All of us in governm ent have a spe­ 
cial responsibility to act to allevi­ 
ate the hardships which are being 
suffered, through no fault of their 
own, by these w orkers and their 
fam ilies.” 
But what is Congress doing? It 
started out this week with a show 
in which form er President Trurnan 
was invited to air his political 
views. Mr, Trum an has been m ak­ 
ing 
sarcastic 
comm ents 
about 
President 
Eisenhower, 
one 
of 
which was that if he were presi­ 
dent: 
“ I would be doing some- 


thing. I wouldn’t be sitting still or 
play ing golf.” 
To this, Meade Alcorn, Republi­ 
can national chairm an, replied, as 
follows: 
“ In 1949. a serious economic re­ 
cession began in the spring and un­ 
em ploy ment 
grew 
through 
the 
sum m er and into the winter. P resi­ 
dent Trum an and the nation were 
told in November that unemploy ­ 
m ent in the previous month had 
mounted to 3,8 23.000 or 6.1 per 
cent of the sm aller working force 
of that time. 
“ On Nov. 26. President Trum an 
left 
Washington 
for 
Key 
West 
where he spent 24 day s. He re ­ 
turned to Washington on Dec. 21 
and two day s later left on a holi­ 
day trip of a week to Independ­ 
ence. Mo. 


“ THE 
RECESSION 
meanwhile 
deepened through the winter and 
into 1950. A peak was reached in 
February when 4,8 28 ,000 pr 7.8 per 
cent of the working force was out 
of work — slightly m ore than the 
7.7 per cent who were unemploy ed 
in M arch 1958 . 
“ That figure was announced in 
the first part of M arch 1950. On 
M arch 13, President Trum an again 
left 
Washington 
for 
Key 
West 
where he spent 29 day s. The latter 
trip was taken shortly after Mr. 
Trum an said in an interview that 
up to five million unemploy ed was 
‘supportable’ and it was ‘healthy 
for the economic body ’ if job seek­ 
ing went on at all tim es.” 
The Federal Reserve Board has 
just announced that industrial pro­ 
duction in March of this y ear was 
28 per cent above the 1947-1949 
average. This was during the Tru­ 
m an recession. 
Mr. Trum an was asked at the 
hearing this week by Rep. Henry 0. 
Talle (R-Iowa), if he said in an 
interview in the New York Times 
in 1950 that unem ploy m ent of three 
to five million persons would not 
be too bad a thing. The form er

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Ohio Assembly Should Be Ready 


The Seventh District Court of Appeals has 
upheld a Mahoning County Common Pleas 
Court ruling that supplemental unemployment 
benefits are legal in Ohio. 
The next step is an appeal to the Ohio 
Supreme Court. If the Supreme Court up­ 
holds the original ruling, the next step would 
seem to be a special session of the Ohio 
General Assembly, to put a legislative foot­ 
ing under a judicial ruling. 
All that the judges can do is rule on the 
Issue before them —whether or not laid-off 
employes in Ohio can collect SUB without 
reducing the amount of state unemployment 
compensation for which they are eligible. 
They cannot rule on the equally important 
issue of whether other laid-off employes who 
have no claim on SUB shall be perm itted 
to retain a greater amount of their odd job 
earnings without reducing the amount of state 
unemployment compensation for which they 
are eligible 
Only the state legislature can do that job 
properly. 
Those who have agitated, first, to have the 
Ohio BUC adm inistrator clear up the whole 
thing by an adm inistrative decision, then to 
have the courts clear it up, are seemingly 
unaw are of the legislative problem that is 
involved. 
Whenever the problem is mentioned, they 
leap to the conclusion it is mentioned only to 
prejudice the case of those who want St B 
to become a practice in Ohio. 
This is what the Ohio Legislative Service 


Commission, which studies statewide issues 
for the General Assembly, said about SUB 
in a staff report published in February 1957: 
“ To authorize paym ent of SUB concurrently 
with unemployment compensation benefits, 
specifically defining SUB as excluded from 
deductible remuneration, would give special 
status to a special kind of income arising 
from a type of contract currently popular 
among certain employers and labor groups. 
“This authorization would require a statu­ 
tory definition of the kind of paym ents to 
have this special status and of the kinds of 
contract term s under which they m ay be 
made. Due to the kind of drafting required 
for this legislation, the language might in­ 
cidentally discriminate between some kinds 
of contracts already in existence and almost 
certainly would have unforeseen application 
to kinds of contracts to be adopted in the 
future. 
“ This approach would place the state in 
the position of enacting special legislation and 
of placing a state program in accord with 
actions unilaterally arrived at by private 
interests. . . . 
“Authorization 
of concurrent 
SUB 
pay­ 
ments by definition clearly would discrim inate 
against the unemployed worker who has found 
odd jobs or part-tim e work.” 
SUB cannot be considered apart from the 
principle it involves in the administration of 
unemployment compensation in Ohio. Ulti­ 
m ately, it must be settled in the legislature, 
regardless of what is done in the courts. 


It Was A Notable Occasion 


Harry' Trum an's practice of denying what 


he does not find convenient to say is true has 


put him into a head-on clash with a respected 


newspaper. The New' York Times, and a re ­ 


spected newsman, Arthur Krock. dean of The 


Times* Washington bureau. 
Because all newspapers and reporters have 
a stake in this clash, a sum m ary is called 
for. It began with a notable occasion .in mid- 
February 1950, when Mr. Krock created a 
newspaper sensation by obtaining a personal 
interview’ with Mr. Trum an, which was con­ 
trary to custom and brought down the wrath 
of all White House correspondents. They were 
hopping m ad at the next press conference. 
So was Mr. Truman. 
They tore into him for favoring one man 
and one newspaper, and he tore into them 
for tearing into him. No one who was there 
could forget it or the interview that caused 
it — an interview so noteworthy it was called 
the outstanding exam ple of national reporting 
for 1950 by the Pulitzer Advisory Board. 
There was this peculiarity about it that 
m ade it even more noteworthy. Belute Krock 
published it in The Times on Feb. 15. he 
suomitted it to the White House for inspection. 
Mr. Trum an okayed it, including the com­ 
ment that he now insists he never made. He 
told that angry press conference he okayed 
it; this is on the record m ade on the spot 
by every one of the 134 reporters present in 
the White House press conference of Feb. 
16, 1950. 
And what specific comment was in ques­ 
tion'’ Simply this: “ It is a good thing that 
job-seeking should go on at all times. It is a 
healthing thing to have some unemployment. 
. . . From t h r e e to five millions is sup­ 
portable.” 
Mr. Truman denies he ever said ft, but on 
his own word he okayed the report of the 
interview in which he said it.

House Banking and Currency Committee. 
Everybody in Washington had known for 
days it was going to be brought up by a

That’s why the Justice D epart­ 
m ent’s new task force, under 34- 
year-old Milton Wessel, has tied 
its secret operation in with three 
Treasury 
Departm ent 
units — 
Narcotics, Internal Revenue and 
Secret Service. 


IF A MOBSTER, in or out of 
labor, has a long forgotten coun­ 
terfeiting rap or a narcotics listing 
or ran with a smuggling crowd, 
the task force will be able to use 
these records to help get him on 
some current violation of another 
statue or set the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service after him. 
And in tax cases, the task force 
will need only special Treasury in­ 
telligence agents to testify against 
a racketeer to nail him. It will 
take time but the task force was 
not set up to get results for an­ 
other two years. 
The drive 
was discussed 
first 
during a conversation with Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
some 
months 
ago in the White House. Then At­ 
torney General William Rogers and 
his people talked with high T reas­ 
ury Departm ent officials. Then the 
assignment was handed to Milton 
Wessel, well over a month ago. 
It was to be a secret project hut 
the story began to leak after Wes­ 
sel made several trips to Wash­ 
ington and set up a New York 
headquarters. 
The original strategy called for 
operating entirely undercover un­ 
til a special grand jury could be 
called and evidence presented late 
in ’59 or early ’60. 


LAST THURSDAY, the Justice 
Department, rather than see the 
story break 
piecemeal, 
released 
it and then ordered Wessel back 
“ underground” — under a 
com­ 
plete nejvs blackout for the dura­ 
tion. 
Wessel’s full staff is expected to 
consist of some clerical help and 
eventually 15 attorneys — some 
from the Justice D epirtm ent, and 
others scooped out of private p ra c ­ 
tice. 
They will not have any staff in­ 
vestigators. There will be no joint 
committee of agents from the FBI, 
the Secret Service, 
the 
Internal 
Revenue Service, the 
Narcotics 
Bureau, the Justice Department 
and the Immigration Service. Nor 
will these ace agencies make any 
special probes. They will simply 
m ake all their files available to 
Mr. Wessel. 
This is how the task force will 
operate, according to current re­ 
ports: The 15-man force has drawn 
up a list of the IOO top racketeers 
on the basis of what’s in the files 
of the federal agencies. 
Justice 
Departm ent people, for example, 
already have been over at t h e 
FBI, Secret Service and the N ar­ 
cotics Bureau. From these divi­ 
sions the most powerful mobsters, 
as well as the most active ones, 
have been chosen.

Flic Town Built On 8103

TAMPA 
Not long ago a tall, blue-eyed 
Philadelphia businessman was on 
the verge of retiring, when he re­ 
ceived 
his 
first Social 
Security 
check for the sum of $103. That 
was the beginning of the end of 
his retirem ent plans. 
John IL Stelling had accum u­ 
lated a modest fortune from 
a 
lifetime of engineering 
airplanes 
and 
automobiles 
and 
importing 
foreign cars. When he looked at 
his $103 Social Security check he 
began to wonder how on earth 
anyone 
could 
retire 
on 
t h a t 
amount of money and live com­ 
fortably. 
He soon found the answer. They 
couldn’t. 
Spurred by curiosity. Stelling in­ 
vestigated in such m ajor metropo­ 
litan areas as New York City, and 
had a look at the data gathered 
by the National Social 
Welfare 
Association. 
“ I learned.” says Stelling, “ that 
nobody could live on a Social Se­ 
curity check without being a bur­ 
den to ochers or withou* depriving 
themselves of some of the com­ 
forts oldsters deserve.” 
What pained Stelling most was 
the sight of elderly couples liv­ 
ing in one-room Coldwater 
flats, 
for which many often had to pay 
upwards of $40 per month rental. 
As a result 
says Stelling, there 
was little eating at the end of the 
month. 


AFTER HE HAD gathered the 
facts, Stelling retired from busi­ 
ness, but not to live the quiet life 
of which he had dr amed 
for 
years. Instead, he took up a new 
business 
- the business of prov­ 
ing that it is possible to provide 
elderly Americans with decent and 
comfortable homes, 
in a climate 
suitable to retirem ent and at 
a 
cost that would not leave them 
penniless toward the end of the 
month. 
Today, at the age of 74, Stelling 
has seen his dream come true. 
After years of battling odds, plan­ 
ning and crusading, the first re­ 
tired 
couples 
have 
moved 
into 
their ne.v homes in Stelling Vil­ 
lage, a 330-acre 
tract 
15 
miles 


south of Tampa. Sponsored by a 
nonprofit corporation organized by 
Stelling, the village named after 
him is a unique community com­ 
pletely, 
^elusively and scientifi­ 
cally planned to provde low-cost 
homes for Americans living only 
on pension incomes. 
Plans call for the erection 
of 
1.000 homes the first year 
and 
thereafter 
for 
1.500 
additional 
homes, each carefully laid out to 
make 
living 
comfortable 
a n d 
pleasant for either single or m ar­ 
ried pensioners. The basic 
unit 
will be a three-room house, com­ 
plete with carport, electric range, 
autom atic heat, 8-cubic-foot refri­ 
gerator and step-saving ram ps in­ 
stead of stairs. 
All 
cabinets 
will 
be 
easy to 
reach and at eye level. Electrical 
outlets will be three to four feet 
off the floor and bathrooms will 
be equipped 
with 
safety 
grips. 
Sinks will be installed to minimize 
stooping and floors will be nonskid 
terrazo finish. 
Through financing and mass-con- 
struction 
economies. 
Stelling 
hopes th? price of each home will 
be kept under $6,500 but thus far 
they m ay be acquired for only 
$250 down, with a $40 monthly 
payment, ro extras. 


STELLING VILLAGE will have 
its 
own 
-ecreational 
facilities,

The former 
president denied that he said it, 
whereupon Arthur Krock of the 
New York Times, who had ob­ 
tained the interview, issued a state­ 
ment saying that Mr. Truman pro­ 
posed the interview to him and 
that the m anuscript was subm it­ 
ted to the White House and was re­ 
turned to the Times in the form 
in which it was printed. 
Mr. Krock also says that, in 
the press conference at the White 
House the next day, M r.' Truman 
was asked if the interview was 
authorized in the form in which it 
appeared and he answered: 
“ It 
w as.” 
Meade Alcorn says the f o r rn e r 
president possesses “ a rather con­ 
venient memory of events in his 
adm inistration.” 
That’s what is going on in Wash­ 
ington in time of recession — the 
partisan clamor is just as it was 
in the 1930’s when the government 
was divided between two political 
parties. It deepened the depression 
and prevented recovery in Ameri­ 
ca even though a worldwide recov­ 
ery movement was under way in 
1932.

Church. Thirty-five attended. 
W a t s o n , extreme right, is 
shown as he points out various 
rules in a model code to, left 
to right.

Robert P. Laux and P a u l 
K au. Chamber president. Laux 
is an inspector with the Classi­ 
fication Department of the Ohio 
Inspection Bureau at Columbus 
Watson said a building code 
is a set of rules to "keep people 
from getting hurt” and a fire 
prevention code can be describ­ 
ed in the same manner. A build­ 
ing code is designed to keep 
fires from going from building 
to building while a fire code 
aims to prevent the causes of 
fires. 
He pointed out the need for 
good enforcement of the codes, 
if they are adopted. 
City Council has been consid­ 
ering a building code. C h i e f 
Lewis, a member of the newly 
organized Planning Commission, 
has been urging the adoption of 
a code for several years. 
Watson pointed out a code will 


not limit the materials to be 
used in construction, will not 
raise costs and will not restrict 
the type of architecture. ‘‘Its 
primary purpose is to protect 
residents from loss in fire,” he 
said. 
Inferior construction is a de­ 
termining factor in whether a 
city will have a fire. This code 
will provide the city w ith a tool 
against construction of inferior 
buildings. 
The model code set up by the 
Board of Fire Underwriters cov­ 
ers every type of construction 
from an acre-large super-market 
to a small garage. 
A community can adopt or ne­ 
glect various features of the code 
as it sees fit, he said. The code 
can be adopted by reference but 
the city solicitor must determine 
if it is legal. Adopting by ref­ 
erence means accepting the en­ 
tire code and stipulating this 
fact in the adopting ordinance. 
Otherwise, the entire contents 
must be published. 
The fire prevention code gives 
the city $ower to have old build­ 
ings, which are considered un­ 
safe structurally or as a fire 
hazard, either removed or re­ 
paired to meet requirements, he 
said. 
Permits must be obtained by 
persons constructing new build­ 


ings or remodeling a house. An 
inspector checks as the work pro­ 
gresses to see general require­ 
ments of safety are being met. 
Laux spoke briefly and assist­ 
ed in a question - and - answer 
period following Watson’s talk. 
He said the Inspection Bureau 
writes and publishes rates for 
fire insurance companies. 
In 1952, Wellsville was evalu­ 
ated as in Class 6 rate, which 
is average in Ohio. During a 
later inspection, the bureau rec­ 
ommended the city improve its 
fire defense and adopt a build­ 
ing code, he said. 
Following the dinner meeting, 
Watson and Laux met with coun­ 
cilmen, other city officials and 
members of the Planning Com­ 
mission in the basement of the 
Carnegie Library to further dis­ 
cuss details of the codes.
